4 Remnant of Feudal Barbarism and Savage

On Friday last, the 7th of February, a scene of savage 
barbarisin was exhibited in this Christian and free city, 
which we hope, for the sake of hamanity, will never be 
repeated.

Our Penal Code is stil! stained with blood, and we wish. 
ardently wish to see it cleansed. The substitute of solita- 
ry confinement is indisputably the most just, wise, and 
impressive of all punishments. That it will not make 
vo great a show, we acknowledge; but we think an effica- 
cious penalty, is more te be desired than a solemn farce, 
where the Culprit is reformed into a Saint beneath the 
gallows, and dies with exultant virtue, and al! the eclat of 
Socrates, or Jesus. Such an exhibition, is emphatically 
the triumph of the Criminal over ali human laws, and he 
becomes 4 Martyr, who excites compassion and admira- 
tion, for his fortitude, piety and misfortunes---instead of 
being viewed as an assassin, who having outraged Human- 
ity, Religion, and the laws, merits only censure indigna- 
tion and abhorrence. 

We shall never consider Pennsylvania as elevated in 
the scale of moral perfection, or the purity of Christian 
forbearance, until this Gothic stain of blood is entirely 
washed from the tablet of her laws. 


Philadelphia Asylum for the Deaf and Dumb. 


The Persecutors of Mr. David G. Seixas 
have slumbered for a time, only to revive their 
malignity with increased rancour, and to put 
in practice new devices and expedients, for 
his destruction, and the utter frustration of the 
benevolent purposes of the Philadelphia Asy- 
lum for the Deaf and Dumb. 

The remonstrance of the Pennsylvania In- 
stitution of the Deaf and Dumb, against the 
frofosed donation of the State to the Phila- 
delphia Asylum, under the superintendance 
of that highly gifted teacher, Mr. David G. 
Seixas, is of a character at once to excite 
mingled astonishment and indignation. That 
the Persecutor should be emboldened to car- 
ry his malice into the very halls of Legislation 
—that the spirit of vindictive proscription, 
should so far forget all that respect for public 
opinion, which evena culprit sometimes evin- 
ces, must strike every impartial mind with 
surprise; but when we behold the Persecutors 
of an individual in the form of a denevolent it- 
stitution, carried so far away by their desire of 
revenge, as to remonstrate against ajCharit- 
able donation to a humane society under his 
care, and for the cffectuation of the same lau- 
dable and benevolent purpose, we must infer, 
that an evil and vindictive spirit alone impels 
them to oppose the grant. Against this unavoid- 
able inference, we shall be told to look at the 
name subscribed to this Remonstrance! We 
do look, and behold with mingled respect and 
pity, that of a gentleman who, did Le not la- 
bour under the swongest de/usion, would never 
have set his name to a Remonstrance against 
a charitable fund! In this gentleman we 
perceive the head of the Episcopal Church ! 
In Mr. Seixas we behold a member of the 
Jewish nation! We do not mean to insinuate 
improper influences; but we consider the na- 
tural prejudices which a Right Reverend 
Bishop of the Christian Church, unconscious- 
ly labours under: in such an instance, we must 
allow, that there is something besides the 
merits of the Institution over which he pre- 
sides, to direct him to concur in an opposition 
to a charitable donation, of so peculiar a kind.

attempts to support its character, by exhibit- 
ing the progress of the fufils of that very 
man, whom they would strain cvcry nerve to 
hunt to destruction. And why are they so 
vindictive? Because, he has opposed the 
bchests of an Aristocracy ; because he has es- 
cafed their malice; because his abilities ex- 
cite their envy, and his reputation mortifies 
their vanity.

PROFANITY PUNISHED. 
Soon after the settlement of Virginia, the celebrated 








captain John Smith, during the time he was president 
of the council, conducted a party of men a short dis- 
tance from Jamestown, to cut timber. Among them 
were two gentlemen, who had been unused to labour. 
While they were at work, their hands blistered, and the 
pain of holding their axes, was such as to extort an oath 
at almost every second or third stroke. To put a stop 
to it, captain Smith directed the oaths each day to be 
numbered, and at night sentenced each man to have a 
mug of water for every oath poured into his sleeve. 
These ablutions had the desired effect; and it was af- 
terwards a rare thing to bear an oath. 


FIVE PER CENT, OR THE ENRAGED USURER. 
Previous to the revolutionary war, by an act of the 
assembly of Virginia, it was provided, that if any bill of 
exchange is drawn for the paymest of any sum of mo- 
ney, and such bill is protested for non-acceptance or 
non-payment, it shall bear mterest from the date, at 
the rate of 10 per cent per annum, until it shall be paid. 
The following curious circumstance took place at Wij- 
liamsburgh, in relation to this law, about ty year 1760, 
A ustirer, not satisfied with 5 per cent. legal interest, 
refused to advance a sum of money to a gentleman, un- 
less, by way of security, he would give a bill of exchange 
that should be returned protested, by which he would 
be entitled to 10 per cent. The gentleman, who had 
immediate occasion for the money, sat down, drew a bill 
upon a capital merchant in Londun, with whom he had 
never had any transaction, or carried on the least cor- 
ipt of the bill, 
observing the name of the drawer, very readily honour- 


respondence. The merchant, on the rec 


ed it, knowing the gentleman to be a person of great 
property, and concluding that he meant to enter into a 
correspondence with his house. The usurer upog this 
became entitled to only 5 per cent. He was, therefore, 
exceedingly enraged at being, as he supposed, thus 
tricked, and complained very heavily to the gentleman, 
of his having giveo him a good bill instead of a bad 
one.

The Pioneers, or the Sources of the Susque- 
- hanna, Dy the author of “ Precaution.” 
In 2 vols. New-York. 1823, 


This is entitied a “ Descriptive Tale” very 
unfortunately, we think, for the descriptions 
are by far the most tedious and uninteresting 
parts of the work. We have perused its pa- 
yes with the object of giving the work a fair 
and impartial review; and we shall content 
eurselyes with a few general remarks on the 
merits and defects of the author. 

In the first place, we have to enter our pro- 
test against the manner in which this book has 
deen brought before the public attention. The 
enly frofier means for an author to claim the 
public approval, is to rely on the merits of his 
work, and to offer his pages as a criterfon by 
which he is to stand or fall in the estimation 
of the reading world. For some months be- 
fore the appearance of the Pronrers, we have 
had our curiosity kept alive, and our anticipa- 
tions strongly excited by the puffs, which 
have, from time to time, appeared in one of 
our daily papers. Praise has been dealt out 
most liberally on the book long before we had 
an opportunity of judging whether there were 
or were not a just foundation for that praise. 
The natural consequence was, that our ex- 
pectations were highly raised; and we regret 
that we must say, in honest truth, that these 
expectations have not been realized. We find 
much to condemn in the “ Pioneers :’—we 
tind much tediousness in its descriptions, much 
confusion in its dialogue, and a great want of 
“keeping,” in the sense the author gives it, 
in its characters. Atthe same time, we ac- 
knowledge the interest we have felt in some 
of the scenes, and the excitement in our feel- 
igs at the close of the second volume. 

But to commence with the author’s preface, 
which is by far the worst part of the book :-— 
it is addressed to Mr. Charles Wiley, book- 
seller; and begins with as complete a truism 
as was ever written; informing us of a fact 
which we learn while sophomores at college, 
that “every man is more or less the sport of 
accident,” and expressing a doubt whether 
guthors are exempted from this humiliating 
influence.” Are we toconclude from this, that 
authors are not men? for if every man be 
subject to the vagaries of accident, and if au- 
thors are men, there does not appear to be 
much necessity for this doubt. The author 
furthermore tells us, “that this is the third 
of his novels, and that the Aret was written 
Decanse he was told that he “could not write 
a grave tale;” and in order to prove that the 
world did not know Aim—(modesty!) he 
wrote one so greve that nobody would read 
it! Was its gravity the greatest objection to 
** Precaution?”—-Many other causes might 
conspire to prevent a work from becoming 
populars such as stupidity, inanity, want of 
interest, &e. 

To pass over his second nével in silence, 
we are scriously made acquainted with the 
ymportant fact, that he wrote the ¢hird to please 
himself exedusively.—Well done! here is an 
inducement, with a vengeance, to write up- 
wards ol six hundred pages!—so please him- 
sel/! Vhis is, in trash, the quintessence of sel- 
fisbness. It is, and has been the common andj 
and sickening cant of every self-conceited 
novelist for upwards of a century. If he wrote 
this book exclusively to Alease himself, why, 
in the name of wonder, does he publish it? Is 
it hat he can read it Aimself more convenient- 
ly in print than in manuscript? What kindness 
and respect he shows to the feelings of the 
public! He has not written the “ Pioneers” 
from a wish to gratify and amuse the world; 
not from a high and earnest desire for repu- 
tation; not in order to display talent and taste; 
but exclusively to pleasc Aimsel/! Really we 
shoukl suppose, that any author of good com- 
mon sense, or commen confidence in his own 
powers, would disdain such contemptible af- 
fectauion. , 

The author next surprises us with some ve- 
ry witty and ironical hits at the reviewers. 
*Does he mean Jerrrey, or Girroxp, or 
Garpxen, or Evererr—or ali of them | 
With the greatest simplicity heconfesses that 
Ae has trequently ranged the universe of ideas, 
and come back again in perfect ignorance of 
their meaning. This is all very fair, and very 
modest and very humble. But does this jus- 
hiv him in his ingenious and merry sarcasms 
aguinst the reading community? Because his 
own mental powers are not sufficiently great 
to comprehend the meaning of their language, 
must he anathematize the skud/s of all others? 

Besides, what have all these remarks of his 
to do with the subject of his novel? They are 
as much out of place as a woman would be 
at the head of an army. 

Henext favours us with a few remarks about 
“keeping ;” and kindly informs us of his own 
private opinion as to the meaning of this word 
—ibat it applies to * the eudzect, and not to the 
use of terms or of cant expressions.” Then 
why, we ask, does he sicken us with the dis- 
g'sung cant of the Yankee pronunciation in 
Hiram Doolittle? Why in bis turkey shoot- 
ge scency docs he nauscate us with the cant 
language of anegro? Or if this is consistent 
with his ideas of “ keeping,” why did he not 
go sull farther, and give us the cant of the tur- 
key which makes so conspicuous a figure in 
the latter part of his first volume ? 


smiles and of course we conclude that our 
author means that all will be wed/ in a pecu- 
niary sense when Mr. W.smilesonhim. We 
oo well aware that the mass of authors gene- 
rally 


“ Rack their brains for lucre, net for fame ;” 


but this is the first time we have known any of 
them, even from Walter Scott down to the 
smallest scribbler in Grub street, so candid as 
to acknowledge the motives which induced 
them to write. We had all along, stupidly 
enough, imagined, that an author of talents 
looked for the Aonours of success ; that he was 
actuated more by the noble thirst for fame and 
reputation, than by the love of dollars and 
cents, until Mr. Cooper kindly assured us to 
the centrary in his feroratio. ‘ 

To sum up the substance of this preface, 
we have gathered from it these three impor- 
tant facts; that the author wrote his book sole- 
ly to gratify himself; that he cannot compre- 
hend the language of the reviewers; and that 
he will be quite satisfied if his book only sells 
well! We would also observe, that the per- 
sonal pronoun “I,” is used twenty-five times ; 
and would advise Mr. C. to read Lord Ches- 
terfield’s remarks on the use and application 
of this same se/f-important pronoun. And 
now for the tale itself— { 

It professes to be descriptive. Every one 
knowy what description ought to be: that it 
ought to be such that a painter on reading the 
lines, could sit down and draw from them a 
perfect picture on his canvass; so that the 
painting might answer for the description, or 
the description for the painting. We very 
much fear that PetLecrint, Rapuart,or even 
Ape.ies himself, would be sorely puzzled to 
form a picture from the indistinct and confu- 
sed descriptions of our author. They would 
do well enough to peruse in a prison, where a 
man could not get Searson’s poems, or even 
a country newspaper wherewith to beguile 
himself; but in any other situation they would 
be insupportably tedious ; and on this subject 
we are glad to conclude with one single re- 
mark, that our author’s forte most assuredly 
does not lie in description. 

We have next to consider the prominent 
characters of the work, which we shall arrange 
according to their relative rank and dignity. 
First and foremost is Abraham Freebort's 
turkey, who fell a victim to lead and gunpow- 
der by means of Natty Bumppo. This tur- 
key acts no secondary part in the tale : the on- 
ly murder that is committed in the whole book 
is upon /im and the deer. This of itself ren- 
ders him an object of interest. Besides, he 
excites the sympathy of Elizabeth; nearly oc- 
casions the death of bis owner, the negro, who 
interposes his own body by way of protection 
against Bumppo’s rifle; is buried very unfeel- 
ingly ina snow bank with that member which 
is supposed to encase the brains (if turkeys 
have brains) exposed to the murderous aim 
of the marksman ; and at last comes to his 
death in the presence of a young lady, a black, 
and several sympathizing white spectators, by 
means of the said Mr. Bumppo’s rifle. 

Next we have the interesting negro Free- 
born, the Jawful owner of this interesting tur- 
key. He engages our attention more per- 
haps by the peculiar slegance. of his dialec 
than by the relationship he bears to the bi 
itself. We cannot refrain in this place from 
expressing our wonder at the faithlessness and 
accuracy with which Mr. C. deals out the ne- 
gro “gibberish,” and the great curiosity we 
fecl to ascertain where, how, and when he be- 
came so intimately acquainted with this grace- 
ful and polished phraseology. 

Third, in point of interest, we rank Aga- 
memnon, familiarly called Aggy, another 
young man ofcolour. The most remarkable 
exploit of Aggy, is his breach of trust as to 
the killing of the deer, when he saw Mr. Rich- 
ard make “dreadful preparation” with his 
whip. We must also take notice of the fact, 
that his face changed to a white colour, in the 
hour of fear and danger; and here Mr. Aggy’s 
face underwent the same inetamorphose with 
Maria Antoniette’s hair, under similar exci- 
ling causes. In all his strange transmutations, 
Ovid has never recorded one to equal this. 

The two next important characters are a 
panther, and a dog whose christian name is 
Brave. We are not told whether the other 
beast was dignified with a name or not. The 
first of these characters most terribly fright- 
ens a“couple of young ladies, who, instead 
of staying at home and reading novels, 
very foolishly and very unfashionably romp 
about in the mountains, and very unluckily 
meet with a panther, who looks very fiercely 
atthem. makes a great hole in the dogs throat, 
notwithstanding all his gallantry on the occa- 
sion, wheteby the said dog’s life “ fugit eud 
umbras ;” and as a just retribution for her 
cruelty, (the panther was a female) meets the 
fate of the turkey, from the same rifle, fired by 
the same hand. Thus the dog and the panther 
are summarily despatched. 

Of Mrs. Remarkadle Pettibone, and the 
manner in which her character is depicted, we 
beg to be excused from remarking, and hast- 
enonto Mr. Pump, as he is called. Mr. 
Pump is certainly a pretty good natured clever 
sort of a fellow, who talks a great deal of trash, 
seems to be fond of the bottle, and commits a 
very unfashionable assault and battery on the 
body of Mr. Doolittle, for which he becomes 
entitied to a room in the county jail, which he 
leaves very shortly without permission, making 
his escape by means of an ox-cart. Here the 
author is fully entitled to claim originality and 
invention. 

Mr. Richard Jones is a bustling, busy, jol- 
iy, active gentleman, and his character wants 
only one requisite, which is—nature, Natty 
Bumppo, or eather-stocking, is somewhat 
ofan original. His chief excellencics consist 
ina peculiar kind of /augh, not “the loud 
laugh which bespeaks an empty mind ;”’ but 
a silent and quiet grin, which is gencrally ac- 
companied by his hands being rubbed under 
his nose; probably he did not carry a hancker- 
chief. He is a good shot, besides, and lives

John is an Indisn, who talks. ery oddly :| 
gets drunk at the village tavern; sleeps in a) 
barn in a cold Christmas night after attending | 
church ; vouches for all Natty’s hard stories ; | 
comes very near being blown up by two pounds | 
of gunpowder, without paying the least atten-} 
tion to his scorched limbs, and at last dies with 
his eye, fixed on the west. John, the Great 
Snake, is decently buried, and a monument is 
erected over his booes with an appropriate 
“hic jacet.” He was certainly a philosopher ! 

Judge Temple, whose Christian name is 
Marmaduke, is one of the best natured men 
we know of. Nothing appears to affect the 
equanimity of his feelings. He puts up with 
the taunts of Richard, the plain-speaking of 
Natty, and the impetuosity of Edwards with 
admirable “ sang froid”—but this will not ap- 
pear at all singular when we consider that he 
is by descent a quaker, by choice an episcopa- 
lian, and by profession a judge. ‘Lhe most 
eventful part of his life appears to be a small 
mistake he makes in the early period of the 
history, where he supposes he has shotadeer, 
and ondy hit a young man behind a pine tree. 
His daughter Elizabeth is a young lady who 
has been at boarding-school; is very well sha- 
ped, and singularly enough, considering her 
education, goes out with a fishing party one 
evening, and se¢és Mr. Pump fished out of the 
water by Mr, Leather-stocking. She appears 
to be very whimsical, like the rest of her sex : 
now she treats Edwards with much sympathy; 
vow she turns her bright eye on him with 
much disdain ; and. at last, marries him be- 
cause he was attentive to her when the woods 
were on fire, and threatened her with immedi- 
ate roasting ! 

The Jast character we shall notice is Oliver 
Edwards, who afterwards turns out to be Ed- 
ward Effingham. He is somewhat of a hair- 
brained, hot-headed, impetuous youth, who 
hetes judge Temple, and, naturally enough, 
takes up his habitation under the roof of his 
foe; becomes his private secretary: and falls 
in love, of course, with Miss Elizabeth, the 
judge’s daughter. He obtains the ill-will of 
Richard Jones, because he saves a sleigh from 
going down a bank of one hundred feet; jo 
which sleigh Mr. Jones was seated, together 
with a German, a Frenchman, and a parson. 
His most intimate friends are the Great Snake 
and the Leather-stocking. He acts very 
strangely at times ; is impertinent to the judge; 
provokes his daughter ; and is at length packed 
off as ill-bred, saucy fellow. However, he 
turns out to be a young man of respectable 
family connexions ; shakes hands with Marma- 
duke, and joins hands with Elizabeth in wed. 
ock. 

Tiere are several worthy personages that 
we have omitted mentioning; not, we aver, 
from any Want of respect for their merits, but 
because we are already tired of ourtask. As 
to the work in general, we must say that we 
are quite disappointed in our expectations. 
From the repeated praises that were lavished 
on it, long before it made its appearance, we 
were led to imagine that we should meet with 
something extraordinary. It has been a sad 
mistake. We are presented with a novel of 
which a portion is deficient im interest 5 
ill sustained in dialogue, and feeble in expres- 
sion. But, what is far worse, we find three or 
four times an indelicacy of sentiment, to which 
our author seems to cling with considerable 
fondness ; and we find the polished Miss Tem- 
ple smiling, and blushing slightly at an idea 
which might well excite a d/ush, but nota 
smile. Perhaps we may be deemed fastidi- 
ous; but we do think that no page of any no- 
vel that lays claim to reputation, ought to have 
the slightest indelicacy either of thought or ex- 
pression, directly or indirectly ; and in this the 
author of the “ Pioneers” has offended. We 
shall not quote the passages to which we al- 
lude; whoever reads the book will observe 
them. 

We do not much admire the manner in 
which Mr. C. has represented the Yankee 
character, in the persons of Mr. Doolittle, and 
Jotham whose best performance was his blow- 
ing himself up, and Dr. Todd. Nor do we 
think he has been very successful in depicting 
the bold, strong, and sublime language of the 
ted men of the forest, in the person of Mohe- 
gan. The latter part of the second volume 
certainly contains some interesting scenes; 
and it gives us satisfaction to say so, after de- 
ing obliged to find fault with so much of the 
work. Balancing the good and bad of the two 
volumes, the book ranks as a tolerably well 
made novel, and nothing more ; and this credit 
we give it freely. In concluding, we would 
advise Mr. C., should he write again, to have 
less puffing in advance; to let his work stand 
or fall by itself; and not to rely on newspaper 
paragraphs for gaining a reputation.

Latest from Europe. 


The fast sailing packet ship James Crepper Capt. 
Marshall, arrived off the Hook on Saturday afternoon, 
from Liverpool, which place she left ou the Ist of Janu- 
ary. By her, we have received our London papers to 
the evening of the 30th December, and Liverpool to the 
Ist of January, inclusive. 

The intelligence from Paris is to the evening of the 
28th. Nothing decisive had taken place between France 
and Spain. The first authentic document predicated on 
the proceedings at Verona, is given in the Paris Moni- 
teur; it is a uote from the president of the council of 
ministers, charged with the department of foreign affairs, 
tothe Freuch minister at Madrid. ‘The note will be 
found in a succeeding column. 

The London Courier of the evening of the 30th, speak- 
ing of the note, says— 

“We have read it with all the attention in our pow- 
er; we have applied to it all the considerations which 
such a document is calculated to excite; and we should 
belie our own judgment if-we were to say we can dis- 
cern in it any approximation to peace, unless indeed 
“pain does of herself, what nobody believes she will do, 
and what, in truth, nobody can consider her in a con- 
dition to do; that is, put Jown the revolutionists, re- 
scind the Constitution, and restore tranquillity in those 
provinces which are now torn by civil war. Uther 
words have no meaning, or in our apprehension, the lan- 
guage of the French Government resolves itself ito 
this—if you do not abate the nuisance, we must.” 

“It has been said that im this note France calls upon 
Spain to make no specific changes. If by this, it is meant 
that she suggests no minute alterations, no particular 
arrasgements in detail, it cannot be denied. But she 
calls for that specific change which no government ca- 
pable of maintaining itself, would deign to think of for 
a bioment.

posed upon the King, by a “military insurrection,” and 
which she views as tending directly to encourage every

compromised.” The questiou therefore, is now drawn 
into this narrow compass; that the Spanish Revolu- 
tiouists must humble themselves to France, or that 
France must bow down before the Spanish Revolution- 
ists.” 

There is one more consideration, and certainly vot 
the least important, ia reference to this great question. 
It is evident that the allied powers at Verona did not 
regard the situation of Spain as one merely affecting 
the interests of Frietce, and in conceding the point which 
they did, they made France the agent merely, not the 
arbitvess, of their intentions. Would they, then, per- 
mit those intentio.s to be neutralized by her, if she 
should desire to pursue an exclusive policy, instead of 
co-operating Im the prosecution of a general system? 
It is clear that there is already a shade of diflerence 
between them, and that the notes transmitted by Aus- 
tria, Russia, and Prussia, to their ministers at Madyid, 
are of a more decisive character than that sent by M. 
De Villele. We confess, however, that the danger 
which seems to impeud from this quarter is very re- 
mote, and that the more probable issue will be, a per- 
fect accordance, ultimately, between all the members 
of the holy alliance. 

The Greeks haye again been completely successful ; 
news from Hydra of the 23d November, reached Trieste 
on the 7th December, which state that the heroie Greek 
seamen, in shght merchant vessels, had followed the 
Turkish fleet to the neighbourhood of Tenedos, where 
they discovered thein at anchor. The sailors who had 
destroyed the former Turkish admiral, volunteered for 
a similar attempt on the present ene. On receiving the 
pes mission of the Gieek adiniral, seventeen of the brave 
Greeks, headed by one Meianly, whose name will one 
day be illustrious in history, approached the ‘Turkish 
adimiral’s ship at 7 o'clock on the evening of the 10th 
November, with fire ships. The Greeks were com- 
pletely successful; the admiral’s ship, with the captain 
Pacha and 2500 mea on board, was blown up: two 
liigates at the same time took fire, which threw the 
lurks into confusion, of which the brave Greeks took 
the advantage and captured a 36 gun frigate. Great 
rejoicings took place at Hydraon the occasion. The 
neWs Was brought by an English corvette, who hoisted 
the Greek flag along with its own. The policy of the 
English appears to have undergone an alteration ; they 
noW recognize the Greek blockade. 


Advices from Wilna, mention that great 
movements were about to take place in the 
Russian armies of the South West. A_pri- 
vate letter from Ulm states, that after the de- 
yarture of lord Strangford from Verona. 
Prince Metternich received very important 
dispatches, relative to the affairs of Constanti- 
nople, but their contents had not transpired. 
The duke of Wellingten has arrived in 
England. 

Maria Louisa, the Ex-Empress of France, 
it is reported has been invited to England. She 
a.vaits the consent of her father, the Empe- 
ror of Austria. 

The Emperor Alexander, who was a zeal- 
ous patron of missionsa few years ago, has 
refused the Moravian Missionaries at Sarepta 
the liberty to baptize or convert the heathen 
Calmucs, and confined them to the distribu- 
tion of the bible—even a word in the way of 
commentary is forbidden. 

The Spanish papers announce that an Al- 
gerine squadron is cruising in the Mediterra- 
nean. 

~The Glove Trae at York was never in so 
flourishing a state as at present. The de- 
mand was so great, that sufficient hands to ex- 
ecute the orders cannot be procured. 
Canova, the celebrated sculptor at Rome, 
has Ieft behind him a fortune of 7,000,000 
francs, a sum not far short of 300,000/. ster- 
ling. 

‘The cotton trade in Lancastershire is repre- 
sented to be in a very flourishing condition— 
so much so, that the building of two factories 
are contracted for, one for 36,000 the other 
20,000 spindles. 


IRELAND. 


A daring attempt has been made to assas- 
sinate the Marquis of Wellesly, Lord Lieuten- 
ant of Ireland, on his first visit to the Theatre. 
The particulars of the affair, we do not find ; 
but the Dublin Journal, of the 23d December, 
in the 3d edition, contains the following :— 
“ Conspiracy to Assassinate the Lord Lieu- 
tenant. This evening, Henry Handwich and 
George Graham, were fully committed by 
Counseller Gabbet, for having with divers 
other persons, feloniously conspired, confed- 
erated, and agreed to kill and murder his ex- 
cellency Richard Marquess of Wellesly, Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland. Mr. James Forbes, 
was this evening apprehended under a warrant, 
and fully committed on the above capital 
charge. Matthew Handbridge is committed 
for conspiring to cause a riot on the night in 
question. William Graham and William 
Brownlow, apprehended on the above minor 
charge, are bailable.” 

With the above exception, there is nothing 
of much importance to be found in the Irish 
papers.—The White Boys appear in small 
numbers, occasionally, and commit seme 
slight excesses. Meetings have been held for 
the expression of public sentiment on the late 
event at Dublin, and we have before us the 
resolutions of the Dublin meeting, together 
with the address to the Lord Lieutenant and 
hisreply. With so strong an apparent feeling 
in favour of tranquility and mutual affection, 
it seems wonderful how the Irish nation con- 
trive to be always, from one cause or other, in 
a state little different from that of a house on 
fire.

Political LBeonomy---duerican Policy. 
GENERAL M‘CLURE’S SPEECH, 


Po the House of Assembiy, on Saturday, Feb. 1, when in 
committee of the whole on the resolutions offered by 
tne standing committee on Trade and Manufactures. 

( Concluded.) 


Sir, the time has arrived, when the ruinous 
end mistaken policy of our national govern- 
nent will not much longer be submitted to by 
the people. The sovereign people, sir, will 
4n due tume, I hate no doubt, redress those 
grievances by constitutional means. They will, 
by their suffrages, select a chief magistrate, 
who will be friendly to the promotion and pro- 
Yection of the best interests of the country; and 
a congress too, who will not be afraid to act 
against the dictum of an executive. Sir, ] am 
clearly of the opinion, that a candidate for high 
and important trusts, should declare his senti- 
ments fully on the policy which he intends to 
pursue, so far as it relates to great national 
interests ; and that no man should be support- 
ed until his views are thus spread before the 
people. ‘ 3 

‘The people, sir, throughout the union, are 
looking with no common degree of interest to- 
wards the election for president ; for on its re- 
sult depends their emancipation from their 
present state of dependence and vassalage. 

It would appear highly offensive to say 
that we labour assidiously for the aggrandize- 
ment of England ; but, sir, itis a solemn truth ; 
and when our resources shall become exhaust- 
ed, the country will be reduced to a state of 
worse than colonial vassalage. Sir, “ this is 
plain talking, but it is solemn truth, and may 
as well be told now as at any other time,” 

Sir, I will again repeat itth , there is one fact 
alone, which when properly explained, will 
convince every man of common sense, that this 
country cannot hold out much longer, from 
the steady current of our resources passing 
into foreign countries, and the balance of trade 
being so much against us, as to excite scrious 
and alarming apprehensions of the conscquen- 
cus. 

The secretary of the treasury, in his late 
report, has laboured ingeniously in arguing us 
into a belief, thatthe balance of trade is in fa- 
vour of this country; but such reasoning, sir, 
is absurd in the highest degree. 

One circumstance which I will mention, is 
of itsel/ sufficient to convince any man of com- 
mori undetstanding, that the secretary’s doc- 
trine is fallacious, and cannot be supported— 
that is, the exchange between this and such 
foreign countries as we have commercial in- 
tercourse with. Is it reasonable then to sup- 
pose, that if this country did not owe a heavy 
balance to England, between our exports and 
imports, that bills on that country would com- 
mand a premium of i3 per cent? The idea, 
sir, is preposterous. The balance of trade 
must and will govern the exchange, the se- 
cretary’s opinion to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. 

Sto corroborate this statement, I hold in my 
hand a similar one, made by a respectable and 
intelligent member of congress. 


It appears, sir, that there is a bill before con- 
gress, adding a trifling per cent. to the du- 
ties on a few articles oj foreign manufacture ; 
but, sir, it is just about enough to tempt our an- 
tagonists to practice fraud and deception. The 

lan of Mr. Rich, a member from Vermont, 
if adopted, weuld embrace all that ought to be 
required. It is this, that congress should pass 
a prospective law, adding to the tariff annually, 
a certain per centage, on such articles of ma- 
nufacture (the raw materials of Which arc to 
be found in this country) as will induce capi- 
talists to invest their money in such establish- 
ments, with an assurance, that as soon as the 
country can be supplied with a sufficient quan- 
tity fur home consumptien, that those of fo- 
reigners shall be prohibited. Such a regula- 
tion, would in a few years, drive out of our 
market the heaviest and most costly articles, 
turn the balance of trade in our favour, and 
restore the country to its former prosperous 

tate. 

The president of thé United States, in his 
late message, speaking on the subject which 
rolates to. manufactures, says : “ Satisfied I am, 
wiacever may be the abstract doctrine in fa- 
your of unrestricted commerce, provided all 
nations would concur in it, and it is not liable 
to be interrupted, that there are other strong 
reasons applicable to our situation and rela- 
tions with other.countries, which impose on 
us the obligation to cherish and sustain our 
manufactures.” 

This, sir, is clearly in my opinion, sound 
theory, had he but followed up the subject, 
and recommended the practical part. Sir, my 
policy is to cultivate a good understanding with 
' all nations, and place our commercial relations 
on the equitable grounds of reciprocity, and 
meet their restrictions, by restrictions. This 
would be taking a bold and independent stand 
in the rank of nations. Is this the fact then, 
as it relates to this country? Let this commit- 
tee answer the interrogation. Ask the farmers 
of this country, why they don’t export their 
wheat and other articles of preduce to Eng- 
land ;* they will tell you, sir, that the orders in 
council of wey a the 4th, prohibits tl.cm 
Ask them why England, and I may add, all 
the work!, may enter our ports with their com- 
merce; they will tell you that it is owing to 
the want of protecting duties, as they are no- 
thing. more than nominal, on bread stuffs and 
ruany other products. 

This, however, will not apply to the plant- 
ers of the southern states. Titeir staple com- 
modities are procected by prohibiiory duties, as 
taere is wot less than 100 per cent. freight and 
duty on cotton and tobacco from foreign coun- 
Wies. 

Sir, it is painful to state, but the truth must 
be told, that while the cotton and tobacco plant- 
crs are completely protected, they turn a deaf 
cor to the just and equitable claims of their 
fellow citizens —as no attempt has been made 
ty render equal protection to the grain grow- 
ers of the middle or western states, or any at- 
tempt made te retaliate the exclusion of their 
dread stuffs from England. 

Sir, 1 will again invite the attcntion of this 
committee, to a further extract of the presi- 
cent’s message. He adds, “ satisfied, howev- 
er, Ll likew'se am, that the interest of every 
part of our union, even of those most beneiit- 
ted by m nulactures, requires that this sub-

‘ sion, and a critical knowledge of the effect to} ‘

be produced by the slightest change.” Sir, 1 
forbear any strictures or remarks on those cx- 
tracts, from the consideration of Mr. Monroe’s 
patriotic and valuable services, as well in the 
first, as the last struggle for independence. 
But, sir, I am not sycophant enough, to ad- 
mire his errors, and much less to approve of 
the policy which he has uniformly adhered to 
and recommended, in relation to the subject 
now under discussion. 

I believe, sir, that this committee is fully 
satisfied of the pretended disinterested patriot: 
ism of southern politicians ; from such ~ 
licy, and such fatriotism, | pray most ler- 
vently, that the agricultural, and manufactur- 
ing interests of this country, may be speedi- 
ly delivered. Sir, I do this day, enter a most 
solemn protest, against the measures and po- 
licy of the general government, sovfar as it re- 
lates to this subject.—Nothing but a well re- 
gulated tariff, will save this country from in- 
evitable ruin, and secure to us a home mar- 
ket. Sir, the constitution has wisely placed 
in the hands of the people, the power of 
redressing grievancies, and I have no doubt 
but they will in due time exercise it—Then 
would agriculture, manufactures and com- 
merce flourish, without danger of rivalship— 
Then would equal protection be afforded to 
all classes of our fellow citizens; a ficld would 
be opened for the unparalleled enterp: ‘ze and 
industry of all classes of the community—Our 
inland navigation would be extended to every 
creck and lake of our country.—The example 
of our great and patriotic state, would be imi 
tated by every state and territory in the union. 
An alliance offensive and defensive would 
take place between the three great powers of 
our nation, to wit, agriculture, manufactures 
and commerce. Such a trio of united strength, 
would bid defiance to the whole world united. 
Then would this country at all times be pre- 
pared for peace or war. Then would the 
citizens of America enjoy the fruits of their 
labors, under their own “vine and fig tree.” 
Then, sir, and not till then, can we boast of 
independence. 

The people, sir, are groaning under the 
most oppressive and ruinous policy that could 
possibly be pursued by a free government.— 
they have patiently waited for relief, but 
none has becn afforded—public opinion must, 
and will, direct the course, which the govern- 
ment must pursue on all subjects of high and 
general interest—It becomes therefore, of the 
first importance, that this opinion should be 
founded on correct principles and enlightened 
views. - 

It is, sir, by the free discussion of the acts 
ofour rulers, that grievances are to be redress- 
ed, and that particularly by our state legisla- 
ture, and through this medium are the opinions 
of their constituents to be expressed, and pro- 
mulgated. As one of the people’s represen- 
tatives, sir, I thus declare their sentiments, 
and my own, nor shall I ever shrink from my 
duty, equally regardless of the frowns or smiles, 
of those high in office and power. 


or the wound will become incurable. 
“The sceptre must depart from the tribe 
of Judah.” The Virginian dynasty must be 


changed and transferred into the hands of 
somne energetic, political economist, whose 


views will not be confined solely, to the consi- 
deration ef revenue from impost duties.— 
Thea, sir, lect the great and patriotic state of 
New York, send an enlightened delegation to 
their national legislature; men who will not 
“bow the knee to Baal,’ who will advocate 
the rights of your agriculturists, your manu- 
facturers, and your internal and external com- 
merce—practical statesmen, instead of your 
chamber of commerce men, your stock job- 
bers, and your caucusers. Men whose faces 
are case hardened, and cannot be moulded 
into any other shape by southern artists. 

Then, sir, and not till then, will your repre- 
sentation be respected—then will the country 
be speedily relieved, from the operation of our 
present ruineus system, and restored to the 
first rank amongst the nations of the earth 
—a rank, purchased by the blood of your 
fathers. 

Sir, we need at this time the counsels of a 
Wasuincros, a Franxuin or a Jerrersoy, 
to reinstate, and restore this country, from its 
present state of degradation and ruim, to its 
original “ self-poised independence.” 

I trust, sir, that these strony expressions of 
my zeal, in this most righteous cause, will not 
be imputed to any improper views, when I 
declare that it is my solemn and candid belief, 
that we have made a most lamentable waste 
of the advantages, moral, physical and politi- 
cal, which we enjoy, and which are rarely 
equailed by any other country. All which 
may be justly attributed to the erroneous po- 
licy which has been pursued by our national 
government, and which has produced great 
havoc of national wealth, power and resources, 
and much individual distress. 

Sir, L have no apology to make, for the 
freedom of my remarks, other than that a suf- 
fering community requires that the temporiz- 
ing policy of our rulers should be exposed, and 
altuough it has become absolutely necessary 
to give a full exposition of facts, still E do it, 
with the same-motives, and with as much re- 
luctance, as when I take medicine, not that it 
is pleasant, but absolutely necessary, in order 
to restore the body politic, from its present 
hectic, and languishing condition, to a state of 
health and vigour. 

Sir, L speak feelingly and experimentally 
on this subject, and I appeal with confidence 
to the gvod sense of this committee, for the 
correctness of the principles which I have laid 
down. 

I trust, therefore, that this commiitee, com- 
posed principally of farmers, mechanics, and 
manuiacturers, will duly appreciate the objeci 
of the resolutions, and sanction their adoption 
by a unanimous vote.
